Thanks for the response on this. Did you respond at all to Mike N or Mike F? We should make sure they 
include us in a meeting about the JD work and/or condition assessment. 

At the other end of the CWA 404 NEPA-integration; DWR is suggesting we have meetings every 6 to 8 
weeks because most of the people working on BDCP right now are staffing another set of meetings. So, it 
is going to be very slow going and in-effect sequential consideration of CWA after ESA through NEPA.
